Some new facts on Nancy 
Hanks, mother of 
Abraham 
Lincoln, are revealed by T. 
R. Carskadon in the Feburary 
Issue of the Delienator. The 
following is reprinted

his article by special permis­ 
sion of the publishers. 


Abraham Lincoln paid 
tribute 
to his mother in words that have 
become immortal: “All that I am, 
or ever hope to be. I owe to my 
mother.” 
Yet who was this mother of 
Lincoln? It is a strange commen­ 
tary on our manners and moral 
that only now is her true story 
coming to light. She had 
been 
dead for more than a century be­ 
fore historians generally 
agreed 
as to who she really was. Not un­ 
til 1929 was her exact birthplace 
finally located. 
The reason for this obscurity is 
the ancient one that Nancy Hanks 
Lincoln was a child born out of 
wedlock. Historians, whether 
out 
of ignorance, or mistaken kind­ 
ness, or sheer prudery, have tend­ 
ed to glo.ss over her origin. In 
doing they have obscured a life 
of 
singular 
steadfastness 
and 
courage, a life that moved this 
woman’s son—more 
great-souled 
than those who came after him 
to a tribute that will live as long 
as the memory of him endures. 
The full story of Nancy Hanks 
Lincoln is told here for the first 
time in print, so far as is known. 
Her life span was brief—a scant 
thirty-five years from the 
tim 
she first saw sunlight on the hills 
of Western Virginia until she died 
of the “milk-sick” on a bleak In­ 
diana prairie. She came into this 
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world unwanted, and her 
days 
w e r e filled with hardship and toil. 
When at last, grown weary of her 
time, her body was returned to 
the soil from whence it sprang, 
she was denied even an inkling 
of I tie destiny that awaited her 
9-v.ar-old son.

Some new facts on Nancy 
Hanks, m other of 
A braham 
Lincoln, arc revealed by T. 
R. Carskadon in the F eburary 
Issue of the Dclicnator. Tiie

A braham Lincoln paid 
tribute 
to his m other in word* that have 
become immortal: ‘‘All that I am, 
or ever hope to be. 1 owe to my 
mother." 
Yet who was this m other of 
Lincoln? It is a strange com m en­ 
tary on our m anners and morals 
that only now is her tru e story 
coming to light. She had 
been 
dead for more than a century be­ 
fore historians generally 
agreed 
as to who she really was. Not un­ 
til 1929 was her exact birthplace 
finally located. 
The reason for this obscurity is 
the ancient one that Nancy Hanks 
Lincoln was a child born out of 
wedlock. Historians, w h eth er 
out 
of ignorance, or m istaken kind­ 
ness, or sheer prudery, have tend­ 
ed to gh>NS over her origin. In >o 
doing they have obscured a life 
of 
singular 
steadfastness 
and 
courage, a life that moved this 
w om an’s son—m ore 
great-souled 
than those who cam e after him — 
to a tribute that will live as long 
as the memory of him endures. 
The full story of Nancy Hanks 
Lincoln is told here for the firil 
time in print, so far as is known. 
Her life span was brief- -a scant 
thirty-five years from the 
time 
she first saw sunlight on the hills 
of Western Virginia until she died 
of the “m ilk-sick” on a bleak In­ 
diana prairie. She came into this

h i t - filled with hardship and toil.

and celebrate.

was of the old school.

Lincoln's Own Statement 
There has been endless specula­ 
tion, but not a single item of prov­ 
en fact, on the vexing question of

have come, from Lincoln himself. 
William H 
Herndon, 
Lincoln’s 
law partner in the Illinois days 
and the first and most unsparing 
in the great 
line

Lincoln’s 
biographers, gives the only

corded reference that Lincoln ever 
made to the subject. This occurr­ 
ed one day in 1850 as the two 
law partners, traveling along a 
rutty country road by horse and 
buggy, w ere on their way to the 
M enard County court to try a ca e 
involving paternity.
